primary, or even the August state 
primary, except for such nonpartisan 
officers as district attorney, judges^ 
and the like. 


All adult citizens of the United 


States who have lived in the state 
one year, in the 'county of their re- 
sidence for three months and in 
their precinct for thirty days. are 
eligible to vote if registered.. _,/" 
Persons now registered as "de- 


clined to state" may re-register 
and give a party preference before 
March 31.

Dalton Dam Safe— 


People must not get frightened because one dam went out 


and resulted in a huge loss of life and property. This is only 
one of hundreds of dams much larger than the St. Francis 
dam, which have stood for years. Of many dams built very 
few make any trouble. Still, the loss of this one should teach 
lessons in safety that must not be overlooked. The fact that 
the great San Gabriel dam and Big Dalton dam in Los An- 
geles county, which are soon to be built, should mean nothing 
further than that more caution must be used in their con- 
struction. 


To allay any fear on this matter, Secretary Cooke of the 


Glendora chamber of commerce has interviewed Chief En- 
gineer E. C. Eaton on the matter of the Big Dalton dam and 
has received the statement printed herewith: 


In view of the failure of the St. Francis dam, I want the 


people to know that every precaution is being and will con- 
tinue to be taken by the flood control district to make the 
Big Dalton dam an absolutely safe and dependable structure. 


The dam as now under construction is of the multiple 


arch type and will consist of heavily reinforced concrete piers 
and reinforced concrete arches spanned between the piers. 


There is nothing experimental about the type, and over 


thirty have been built in the United States. None has ever 
failed. 


In construction it resembles an arch bridge set on edge. 
The Dalton dam is of a more conservative design, having 


less stress in the concrete and less pressure on the foundation 
than any multiple arch dam ever built in this country. 


The state engineer, being the final authority on dams and 


having supervision of flood control dams, allows no safe- 
guard known to modern engineering practice to pass him. 


The buttress piers will be fourteen feet thick and built 


upon solid bedrock. Deep trenches are now being excavated 
for this purpose. For the arches there will be built a deep 
cut-off trench all along the dam, also down to bedrock, to 
prevent any seepage. In addition, deep holes up to SO feet 
in depth will be provided, into which pure cement under pres- 
sure will be forced to seal all seams underground, should they 
exist. 


To avoid possibility of over-shooting or shattering of rock, 


the district has employed as consultant a rock expert, who 
sets the amount of explosive to be used, the spacing of holes 
and order of shooting. 


No concrete will be poured before the foundation has 


been approved by the state engineer, by the consulting board, 
and by your chief engineer personally. 


Concrete specimens will be tested daily in the district's 


testing laboratory, and no cement that has not been tested 
by an independent testing concern will be used. 


The resident engineer in charge has had -long experience 


in responsible charge of dams and recently completed the 
Exchequer dam, the highest completed dam ever built.

Desert Flowers— 


(Victorville Herald): The beautiful desert flowers bring 


thousands of people to this vicinity every spring. This is more 
noticeable since the fields and slopes south of the mountains 
have been put under cultivation. Many of our familiar desert 
flowers were common in the valleys and on the mesas be- 
tween San Bernardino thirty years ago. 


Vandal hands destroyed many. Thousands of people 


went out and gathered the. flowers root and branch, and they 
have disappeared largely, despite the work of a few enthus- 
iasts who have worked for plant and flower protection. They 
will be gone from Victor valley in a few years unless meas- 
ures of protection are taken. Educating the public to protect 
the wild flowers is the best method. Protection by law will 
help. Many of the plants and flowers in the mountains can- 
not be destroyed now. This kind of regulation is due for the 
desert. 
Thoughtless people gather the wild flowers by armloads, 


then throw many of them away. Taking the flowers means 
there will be fewer seeds for the next year. In many instances 
flowers or plants are pulled out by the roots. A little care in 
this respect, just such as one would take in his own flower 
garden, would give the flowers and plants a chance for re- 
production. We do this in our home gardens. In fact, plants 
may thrive and bloom even better by judicious pruning and 
by taking away some of the flowers. 
" Why not take the same care of God's flower gardens, the 
most beautiful, and better than man-made gardens? We like 
the garden variety, of course? The patient gardner has de- 
veloped wonderful creations—large double flowers in riots 
of color—but he is merely utilizing the secrets of nature. 
After looking over the home collections, however, there is 
a feeling that they are somewhat artificial. Our great delight 
is among the delicate wild flowers.

Chevrolet Party 


Views Disaster 


Above Newhall 


James L. Bojjle, innnngcr for G. 


Graham Bai'ioy in the Chevrolet 
ugoncy for the Covina valley, took a 
imrty of Covina men to the region 
oi: the Santa Clara river last Friday, 
where the scene of devastation caus- 
ed by the bursting of the St. Francis 
dam was reviewed. 


In the party were James Hodges, 


Joe Pummill, and Henry L. Mar- 
shall, and the trip was made in a 
new Chevrolet sedan. The Covina 
men spent several hours in Saugus 
and Newhall, conferring with Cap- 
tain Bill Bright's anon at the sub- 
station of the sheriff's office, and 
afterwards walked the river bottom 
for several miles above Saugus, later 
driving through San Fernando over 
the Santa Susanna route to Ventura 
county, viewing the evidences of 
devastation along the Santa Clara 
river. 


The rush of the great volume of 


water released when the dam burst 
will leave its mark on the country- 
side for sixty-five miles from the 
mountains to the sea. The force of 
water was exemplified by the incre- 
dible wreckage of bridges and rail- 
road tracks. The Southern Pacific 
bridge near Saugus was carried near- 
ly two miles down the river, and 
piled up with immense steel eye- 
beams twisted like rope. Some of 
this steel had been rolled up by the 
force of the water to resemble gi- 
gantic steel springs. 


Along tho river the alder and 


poplar growth had been swept flat 
for miles, with each tree and sapling 
entirely divested of bark. Cuts in 
the banks were twenty feet high in 
places,, with the earth carried to the 
opposite side of the river and piled 
up in dunes. Many ranches had been 
washed out completely. In the lower 
•country orange and walnut ranches 
were buried in silt. At the Saticoy 
bridge the water had spread out over 
the farming country for a strip near- 
ly two miles wide.
